— The costs of, and Incidental 
to, any proceeding before a Tribunal shall be in the discretion of 
that Tribunal, and the Tribunal shall have full power to determine 
by and to whom and to what extent and subject to what condi- 
tions, if any, such costs are to be paid^ and to give all necessary 
directions for the purposes aforesaid.”
